Terrible Sights Presented by the victim 
Crowds Thronging the Dead- House. 


The scene at the Morgue this morning was 
most animated. Just before the bodies of the 
firemen arrived a young man who had been 
killed at the new Mercantile Library build- 
ing was brought in. It was about 9:30 
o’clock when the bodies of. Barney 
McKernan and Frank McDonald arrived to- 
gether in the Chestnut street patrol-wagon. 
Like wild-fire news of the arrival of the bodies 
spread, and soon several firemen from the 
engine-house on Spruce, just west of Twelfth 
street, were in the Morgue to 
render what assistance they could 
in getting the bodies properly cleaned 
and laid out.

A THRILL OF HORROR 
passed through the crowd which morbidly 
watched the men at their sad task. A piece 
of flooring standing upright from a chaotic 
mass of twisted beams and girders and smok- 
ing peanuts was noticed by dozens in the crowd 
to move distinctly. ‘‘Great God! there is 
some one still alivein the ruins,’’ was the word 
passed from mouth tomouth. The firemen 
rallied to the spot and began totear away 
timbers and bricks, like madmen, so eager 
were they. The nature of the debris was such 
hat the men were constantly annoyed by the 
shifting of the great mass. A tunnel would 
be started in the side of the pile, when 
it would suddenly fill up. 

It was improbable to the last degree that any 
person could have been in the ruins two hours 
and a halt after the collapse and still be 
alive, and the mo ent of the timber 
was the result of a settling of some 
portion of the debris. This idea prevailed 
after awhile and the wreckers spread 
out to resume the systematic search, when a 
fresh shock was given the throng. A fireman

The 
other houses were also draped. 


LOSSES AND INSCBRANCE, 


Extent of the Fire—Damage Resulting to 
Buildings and Gods. 


The alarm for fre which resulted so disas- 
trously was sounded at 1:40 this morning 
from Nos. 210 and 212 North Second street, oc- 
cupied by Bishop & Spears asa peanut ware- 
house. At 1:43 and 2 a. m. the second and third 
alarms were given and the entire Depurtment 
turned out. The fire was discovered in the 
cellar; the cause is not known. The building 
was soon a mass of scathing, leaping 
flames. It was evident from the com- 
mencement that its total destruction 
Was inevitable, and the attention of the de- 
partment was directed to saving adjoining 
and surrounding property. The first and 
second floors of the building were oocu- 
pied dy the Deere- Mansur Manufacturing Com- 
pany, and the third, fourth and fifth floors by 
Messrs. Bishop & Spears.

“THRE BROTHERHOOD.” 


The Principles and Growth of a New Secret 
Labor Organization. 


By Telegraph to the Post- DIspATOR. 

Boston, August 10.—A new secret organiza- 
tion of labor knownas ‘‘The Brotherhood,’’ 
and in many respects similar to the Knignts of 
Labor,has been formed and has already grown 
to considerable proportions. The Brother- 
hood has been in existence now over a year. 
It gas formed in May, 1686, and has gradually 
extended until it has established local coun- 
cils in many of the cities and towns of 


this and other New England States. 
Ita organization is kept a pro- 
found secret and when spoken of is never 
alluded to by ite name. As a consequence it 
is impossible to say who are its officers, where 
ite headquarters are, or whether it has ex- 
tended into the West or South. Last night it 
was ascertained that a local council of the 
Brotherhood was organized on Monday even- 
ing in one of the western towns of Massa- 
chusetts, presumedly Pittsfield, with several 
beretofore prominent members of the Knights 
of Labor as charter members. The principles 
of this new secret organization are contained 
in a printed circular. This circular begins 
with the announcement that the organization 


— 


does not believe in strikes, dut uses the 
ballot and co-operntive institutions as 
weapons of warfare. Then follows 
the novel and strikin demand for 


the abolition.of all the laws that tend to create 
an aristocracy of office-hokders, and the de- 
mand for the pass of laws compelling cor- 
orations to adopt such measures as will pro- 
ret the lives and health of their employes. 
It would also provide for the enactment of 
laws compelling employers and employes to 
arbitrate ali differences, and to enforce the 
decision ofthe arbitrators. The last plank in 
the 1 provides that the Government 
shall obtain possession, by purchase under 
right oft eminent domain, of all telegraphs, 
telephones and railroads, and hereafter the 
Government shall issue no charter or license 
toany corporation for the construction or 
operation gf any means of transporting intel- 
ligence, ngers or freight.

BROKEN AT LAST. 


VIOLENT STORMS TERMINATE THE Dar 
SPELL IN THE NORTHWEST. 


Rain Checks the Flames ia the Parched 
Districts — Fierceness of Last Night’s 
Storms — Buildings Demolished and 
Crops Damaged—Une Man Killed by 
Lightaning—The Forest Fires. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., August 10.—Last night's 
storm was pretty general throughout the 
Northwest, according to reports received 
at the railway offices and Government 
signal station. At Milwankee, Green Bay and 
St. Paul the rainfall was a quarter of an 
inch. At Duluth and LaCrosse only 
a trace of rain was reported. Rain 
was reported this morning from Hastings 
and the Dakota division of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul road. 
in this State may be considered as broken. 
Reports from the lumber districts, where 
forest fires were raging, are to the effect that 
the rain has checked the progress of the fames 
and given relief for the time being. 

FATAL RESULTS. 

Special tothe Wisconsin from the Interior 
of the State indicate that the wind- 
storm which accompanied the rain was very 
violent, and that much damage bas resulted 
in consequence. In the vicinity of Waupun 
haystacks and barns were leveled on all 
sides. A number of fine new buildings on 
the farm of John Burnham of Milwaukee 
were completely demolished. Frank Jolin- 
son, afarmer living two miles south of Wau- 
pun, was buried under the debris of his barn 
and killed. 

GENERAL DESTRUCTION. 
At Portage a large number of buildings on 
the Fair Grounds were demolished, and the 
corn crop of that section almost ruined. 
A number of bridges in Fond Du Lac 
ounty were swept away. At Horicon, 3 
number of buildings were unroofed. A regu- 
lar panic ensued on Horicon marsh, which 
was filled with haymakers when the storm 
struck, and tents, wagons, haystacks, et., 
were sent flying in eve:y direction. One 
report says that six men were killed, but 
this is undoubtedly a mistake, and arose 
from the fact that the barn of Fred Pegaiow 
was wrecked near Rolling Prairie and six 
bead of cattle killed. Ignatias Jantz, afarmer, 
was

near Ripon. Apple. and other trees in the 
path ofthe storm were stripped of their fruit. 
The rain has swelled the streams in Eau Claire 
County, and the prospect of moving the hung- 
up log drives is good. At Masonville, 
Wood County, lightning struck the barn of J. 
F. Kohlof, destroying it, together with sev- 
eral head of live stock, a buggy, thirty tons of 
hay, nine acres of wheat, and a lot of farming 
utensils. The loss is fully $2,500. 


The Parched Country. 


Cuicaco, August 10.—The telegraph wires 
crossing and recrossing the vast area of coun- 
try that has been parching and blackening for 
lack of rain, brought only news of despair 
this morning. Messages received from all 
the different sections showed the outlook even 
worse than twenty-four hours before. 
Then there was word of a slight sprinkle 


at Des Moines, and faint hopes were enter- 
tained for a few drops in places elsewhere. 
To-day's telegrams contain the information 
that not a particie of the longed-for rain has 
descended in all the immense stretch of terri- 
tory. Added to this, the temperature through- 
out the drouth region is rising, and the ex- 
pectation of slight showers anywhere is 
gradually being reduced to a minimum.

THE FOREST FIRES. 


A Lighted Cigar Stump Causes a Disastrous 
e Fire—Farm Buildings Burned. 


DETROIT, Mich., August 10.—A gentleman 
who traveled yesterday through the burning 
‘‘thamb’’ of the lower peninsula says 
meadow and brush fires sre everywhere.

A BURIAL FRAUD. 


Richard M. Johnson Arrested for Working 


an Old Trick.

The Obligation of H. 8. Ives & Co. Taken Up 


by the Kickers—A Fortune of Nearly 
85,000,000 Assured Mr. Ives—The Stock- 
holders „Done Up”—A Significant Fro- 
test by the New York and Boston Stock- 
holders. 


New Tonk, August 10.—The Times has the 
following in regard to the trouble between the

tion by making a holocaust. A less romantic 
but more probabie theory is the belief that the 
fires are the work of some ofthe innumerable 
men whom Whiteley has ruined by his compe- 
tition.. Whiteley has been as bad as the co- 
operative stores in cutting down the prices of 
retail tradesmen. He has invaded, step by 
step, almost every branch of retail industry. 
Now there is nothing, except milk, which he is 
not ready to supply. He will undertake to 
provide lodgings and entertainment for de- 
throned monarchs, and, like Oetawayo, 
provide partners for a ball; to feed a regiment, 
furnish or providea wife, according to the 
orders received. There is nothing, from cof- 
fins to a bride’s cake and cradles, which he is 
not willing to supply ata moment’s notice 
at prices below any three of his neighbors. He 
has never advertised, and it is by no means a 
pleasure to shop in his enormous premises, 
but by sheer dint of selling for cash only at 
the lowest possible prices has he builtupa 
business which is one of the wonders of 
London. His fortune has been raised upon 
the bodies and bones of his crushed and dis- 
comfited rivalg, who accordingly hate him 
with their whole heart fervently, and are to- 
day expressing one regret, viz.: that William 
Whiteley is not calcimated to ashes along with 
his establishment. 
SAVAGE SLAVE-DRIVING. 

A person who knows Whiteley well and has 
a relative employed there says: ‘‘In no 
place I know of in London or the’ provinces 
is there anything approaching to the whole- 
sale system of fines for this and for that and 
for everything else that exist at Whiteley’s.

PAGELS’ FUNERAL. 


The Remains of the Murderer-Suicide In- 
terred This Afternoon. 


Frederick Girard Pagels, better known as 
Jerry Pagels, who committed suicide in jail 
yesterday morning to avoid being hanged 
Friday, was buried this afternoon at 2 o’clock 
from the residence of his wife and daughters, 


2410 South Third, or Jackson streets. His 
brother-in-law, Henry Klinge, made the ar- 
rangements for the funeral. First the body 
was taken to Meyer's undertaking-rooms, and 
then it was decided to bury him from 
the residence of his relatives, and 
the remains were accordingly taken there. 

As Pagels lived ali his life in the neighbor- 
hood of the house from which the funeral 
took place, there was a constant am of 
visitors to take a last look at the remains. 
His wife and daughters were present to re- 
ceive those who called. Some of his old 
friends were unable to repress their tears as 
they viewed the body, and everybody had a 
friendly word for his family. 

The body was taken directly from the house 
to St. Marcus’ Cemetery, and was foliowed by 
a large number of friends and acquaintances, 
among them being many butchers, who 
expressed themselves as glad that he com- 
mitted suicide, as no butcher has ever been 
hanged heré, and they don’t want one to be. 
There was nothing about the funeral out of the 
common, and the crowd of curious 22 
who usually congregate about the scene of a 
murderer's funeral were missing in thie in- 
stance. A few urchins on the corner were the 
only ones for whom ‘the house of the dead 
seemed to have any fascination. 


The Suicide’s Correspondence, 
Messrs. Bullock and Kinealy, attorneys for 
Jerry Pagels, called at the Coroner’s office at 
a late hour yesterday, and examined the let- 


ters left by Pagels. They pronounced 
the handwriting his, but both 
were most fixed in the opinion 


that the composition was that of some other 
party. They stated that they had received a 
number of letters from him, and his style of 
composition was most uncouth and un- 
grammatical. His spelling, too, was 
wretched. They were convinced he could 
never have spelled some of the 
words which were correctly spelled in the 
letters found in his cell. These letters were 
far beyond his powers, and they knew he had 
either written them at the dictation of some 
other party or had copied them from letters 
written for him by some one else, and then 
destroyed the originals. 

There is very little doubt about the correct- 
ness of the views held by the attorneys in re- 
gard to these letters. Any one who ever con- 
versed with Pagels cannot believe him the 
author of those letters. They displayed 
powers of composition far beyond what he 

ssessed and were undoubtedly copied 

om letters written for him by another or 
were written at the dictation some other 
party. Besides, his attorneys state that 
many of the sentiments expressed in the letter 
to his wife were not his. That he did not 
compose the letters is almost certain, but the 
uestion then arises, ‘‘ Who did?’’ And ifsome 
ellow-prisoner composed those letters for 
Pagels, ma not the same prisoner have 
had a hand in advising him as tothe best man- 
ner of taking his life? There is avery strong 
suspicion as to who was the real author of the 
episties, but there is very little hope of it ever 
being fixed on him, as esecret was proba- 
bly buried with Pagels, unless the man sees fit 
to inform on himself, which is most improba- 
ble.

LORD SALISBURY, 

Lord Salisbury is to arrive at Royal-Les-

bury at their villa, near Dieppe, returning to 
Hatfield House in the autumn towards the sec- 
ond week in October. Lord Salisbury is to 
visit the Queen at Osborne before Her Majesty 
departs for Scotland.

| DOES COLLINS TAKE WATER? 


The Politigal Interview With the Boston 
Congressman Denied. 
Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, August 10.—It has been reported 
here that the London ecorrespondentof the 
Boston Herald has denied on behalt of Con- 

Patrick Colling the account of any 
interview with the latter, which was published 
in the Post-Disratom and the WORLD of July 
26. It is further reported that the corre- 
spondent of the Herald gives Gen. Collins as 
his authority for the denial, and represents 
him as saying that he had seen no American 
correspondent in England. 

The Boston Herald correspondent certainly 
misrepresents Gen. Collins. The conversation 
between Congressman Collins and myself took 
place on the 9th of July in the neighbor- 
hood of 4 o'clock inthe afternoon. It was 
the day on which the Won testimonial was 
presented to Mr. Gladstone. Gen. Collins was 
one of the representative Americans who 
drove out to Dollis Hill, Mr. Gladstone’s rest - 
dence. He was in a private carriage, seated 
beside me. On the way out to Dollis Hill 
there was avery free conversation upon the 
subject of political affairs in America, in 
which Gen. Collins exhibited his decided lack 
of sympathy with President Cleveland. His 
criticiams on the President's course are 860 
well known that I would not have thought of 
making any report of this interview if it hag 
not been for the reference made to the Oleve- 
land Cabinet. It was during this conversation 
thatthe rebel flag incident was mentioned. 
Then there followed some talk about 
Secretary Endicott and about the strangeness 
of the President's selecting such a man as the 
representative of the Democracy of Massa- 
chusetts. It was atthis point in the conver- 
sation that Gen. Collins, without the slightest 
reserve or without the slightest injunction of 
secresy, reiated a conversation which he had 
had with Mr. Barnum in a railway train be- 
tween Washington and New York, or between 
Boston and New York, before he sailed for 
Europe. Gen. Collins was 

VERY EXPLICIT AND DIRECT. 
There can be no doubt that he reported Chair- 
man Barnum as having asked him whether he 
(Gen. Collins) would accept the Secretaryship 
of War or not. Gen. Collins’ answer to him 
has already deen published in the 
Post-DisPaTCH and the WORLD. Gen. 
Collins’ entire line of criticism on that 
occasion was very full and very free and made 
without the slightest reserve. In the course 
of this conversation there wasa good deal of 
talk about the Cabinet and about the advan- 
tage to be obtained by reorganizing it before 
the coming campaign. Gen. Collins remarked, 
ashas been already mentioned, that he was 
tired of politics and that he not only would 
not accept any position in the President’s 
Cabinet now, but that there never had been a 
time when he would have accepted one. He 
asserted this with the utmost frankness. Talk- 
ing of Secretary Endicott he said that the 
President might have strengthened himself in 
Massachusetts if he had selected a representa- 
tive Democrat, but added that all criticism from 
him on this point would probably be subject 
to misrepresentation upon the ground of per- 
sonal disappointment, He declared that that 
is the criticism which is generally directed 
against party men who are not in accordance 
with the views of the President, and asserted 
that that was the only reason why he did not 
oare to give them in full frankness to the pub- 
lic.

Collins and of obtaining, if possible, a 
further amplification of the conversation held 
on July 9. Gen. Collins, however, leftfor the 
Continent and could not be easily reached. 
Before leaving London he had promised to re- 
turn or, failing that, to send one or two letters 
tomeon the subject. The report was held 
back until it became evident that Gen. Col- 
lins was not coming back and it was then 
sent off. It there is any fault tobe found with 
the interview at all it lies in the fact that I 
altogether understated the spirit of Gen. Col- 
lins’ conversation, and that I gave far too 
meager details in giving his report of the con- 
versation which he had with Mr. Barnum.

JEFFERSON DAVIS BREPLIEs, 
To the Editor of the World: 

My attention has been called to a letter ot 
ex-Gov, Curtin, published in the Herald of 
the 12th inat., in regard to an alleged comp)ici. 
ty on bis part with a purpose to assassinate 
me during the war between the States, and 
alao to a letter from Wilkesbarre, Pa. on the 
same subject published in the WorLD of th, 
18th inst. Igolicit the use of your columns to 
make a brief statement of the facts, so far as 
they are known to me. 

Gov, Curtin makes two mistakes in his jg. 
ter: First, that I had made publio accusatic, 
against him, and that 1 had alleged that h 
was to pay $100,000 to a desperado for my u. 
sassination. All this based on a newspaper 
article purporting to be the report of an ‘tin. 
terview’’ held with me for publication by, 
newspaper correspondent. Such was not the 
case. A well-known historian proposed to 
write my biography, and asked me to give him 
forthat purpose an account of attempts made 
during the war to assassinate me. 

I told him in that connection, and for tha 
purpose, that an anonymous letter of warp. 
ing had been sent to me from Philadelphia to 
the effect that the Governor of Pennsytvan 
had released from the penitentiary a notorious 
convict on condition that he would go to ths 
South and assassinate me, and if successful by 
was to receive as a reward $100,000. Thougy 
the letter did use the name of Gov. Curtiu, 
omitted it in my statement of the substance 
of the letter, and as the writer did not state 
how the money promised was to be raised! 
did not attempt to supply the omission. |p. 
deed, it was quite unimportant to me whether 
it came from a secret service fund, from the 
private purse of the Governor or was cop. 
tributed by others who, with like zeal, sniffed 
the battle from afar und cried havoc. 

The anonymous letter acquired an import. 
ance it would not otherwise have possessed 
from the fact that about the time of its receipt, 
when going to my residence at the usual hour, 
Isawaman crouching beside the basement 
wall of the paling of the yard fence and look. 
ing intently towards the gate entrance. In. 
stead of proceeding to the gate I turned and 
went towards the crouching figure: As he was 
approached he rose, fled and escaped. The 
importance thus given to the anonymous let. 
ter induced me to inclose it to the Hon. W. B. 
Reed of Philadelphia witha request that he 
would make such inquiry as to him might be 
practicable to discover the writer, and to 
verify or disprove the statements. 

Gov. Curtin’s ‘‘emphatic contradiction’’ of 
the accusations against him pertains not to me 
but to the writer of the letter, who is unknown 
to me, and for whom I have not vouched. 

The avowal of Gov. Curtin of zeal to main- 
tain the Government by honorable warfare, 
and the denial that he ‘‘ever resorted to such 
meansfor the conduct of the war,’’ mark a 
commendabie appreciation of the obligations 
of civilized war, and it isa pity that there 
should be anything to interrupt the current of 
his self-laudation. The letter from Wiilkes- 
barre, already referred to, certainiy reveals 
conduct not very different from that alleged 
by the anonymous letter writer. It thereby ap- 
pears that Gov. Curtin received an application 
apparently from the United States War Depart- 
ment, for the release from the Pennsylvania 
Penitentiary of a notorious convict, that he 
might de sent over the lines for a specific 
purpose.’’ On this and other like representa- 
tions it appears that an order was issued by 
the Governor for the release of the convict. 

It ie not shown that the Governor knew or 
thought proper to inquire for what special 

service the General of the army requireda 
convicted criminal; that the fact that he was 
to be employed at the South was enough 
to secure compliance with the appll- 
cation. To an average mind intent upon 
**honorable wartfare’’ the question would 
naturally have arisen, for what proper duty 
withthe army canaconvict be particularly 
qualified? In the absence of information on 
that point it might have been reason- 
ably supsposed that the **specific 
purpose!“ was to do an act which 
a soldier worthy of the name would not 
perform. Assassination might readily have 
been supposed to be such ‘‘specific purpose,’’ 

and the application for release have been post- 

poned for further information and refused 

unless it should be such as would justify com- 

pliance by bringing the ‘‘purpose’’ within the 
pale of honorable warfare.’’ 

Gov. Ourtin does not say whether this was 
the first transaction of like kind between him- 
self and the United States War Department, 
but his ready belief that the forged letters 
were genuine would indicate that it was nota 
surprising event. 

In conclusion, I repeat that, in stating the 
substance of the anonymous letter received by 
me and the attendant circumstances, it was 
not intended to accuse or excuse Gov. Ourtin; 
neither was the statement made for a news- 
paper article, and conditions precedent for 
further investigation were imposed upon its 
publication even in the proposed biography.

A SAD ENDING. 


DEATH OF MR. ELMER E. THOMPSON AT 
FULLERTON, NEB. 


A Happy Wedding Followed by a Terrible 
Tragedy—An Accidental Gunshot Wound 
Results Fatally—The Marriage of Mr. 
Thompson to Miss Adele Picot—Particu- 
lars of the Event. 


This morning Louis D. Picot, brother-in- 
law of Elmer B. Thompson, who accidentally 
shot himself on the 18th of last month at Ful- 
lerton, Neb., received a telegram from Albert 
Thompson, dated at Fullerton, stating that 
Mr. Thompson died suddenly at 3 o'clock this 
morning, the immediate cause being a sud- 
den hemorrhage of the wound, 

THE ACCIDENT OCCURRED 

while he was placing a Winchester rifie in his 
spring wagon and was unfortunately standing 
in front of the muzzle. In passing it through 
the hammer caught against an iron brace and 
was pulled back far enough to discharge the 
gun. The bullet passed through the end-gate 
of the wagon and entered the body about an 
inch above the navel. Dr. Schuz of Columbus 
was called’ for consultation, and a telegram 
sent to his tather at Maryville, Mo. Next 
morning athorough examination was made. 
It was found that the ball took a downward 
course and was supposed to be located about 
the groin. At first the wound was thought 
serious, but afterwards Mr. Thompson was 
considered in a favorable way towards re- 
covery and he was thought out of danger. 


FULLER PARTICULARS 
yore S a letter received by Mr.

Peter Nicholson, who lives at Fullerton. Mrs. 
Niohalson was an eye-witness of the accident 
and saw Mr. Thompson fall. She writes that 
Mr. Nicholson and Mrs. Thompson were 


startin g out in a wagon, and de- 
cided to take a rifle along in 
case they ran across any big game. 


Mr. Nicholson clambered in and had taken his 
seat when Mr. Thompson proceeded fo put the 
rifle in the wagon-box inthe rear. As he did 
so the gun was discharged and the young man 
fell upon the und, 9 wounded to 
the death. te was at once taken into the 
house where remedies were applied until the 
local physician arrived. Telegrams were sent 
at once to Omaha for surgeons, and three came 
down from there on the next train.

was a great shock to his friends, who were 
daily expecting news of his convalescence. 
He was well known in this city, baving only 
two months ago married Miss Adele Picot, 
dau hter of Mrs. Margaret A. Picot, and sister 
of Louis Picot, and a young lady who has a 
lerge circle of acquaintances in this * Mr.

WAR AT THE MINES. 


A Murderous Attack by the Alden Strikers 
at the Alden Works. 


By Telecranh to the Post-Drerarou. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., August 10.—About two 
months ago the miners employed at the Alden 
Coal- works at Alden, struck because the dock- 
ing boss docked the men more than they 
thought was right. The places of the strikers 
were filled by other men, mostly Polanders 
and Hungarians, who had just arrived in this 
country. The strikers were of the same ana- 
tionality. A bitter feeling at once arose be- 


tween the idle and the new-comers, and tue 
latter were threatened with assassinatian 
unless they quit work and left the 
town at once. The merchants there were 
requested not to sell the“ ‘scabs’’ any provis- 
jons, andfor a time itlookedas though the 
lately arrived foreigners would be starved out. 
But the company’s store came tothe rescue 
and the men got all the provisions they 
needed. The ‘‘scabs’’ were then threatened 
with poison, and as a precaution all the water 
they gotfrom the weils was first boiled before 
being used. Ot late the strikers have been 

etting desperate and on Monday, when they 
nailed to be taken back, they resolved to have 
blood. They arranged for an attack upon the 
scabs after they quit work in the evening, but 
the men took another route and 
the strikers were foiled. Monday 
evening greater arrangements were effected. 
Skirmish lines were formed and when the 
men made their appearance at the head of the 
shaft of the mine the signal was given to make 
the attack. One ofthe wives of the attacking 
arty carried a banner which was inscribed in 
*olish, Kill the men who have taken the 
bread out of our mouths. The strikers as- 
sailed their enemies with clubs, stones and 
pistols, and beat some of them in a terrible 
manner. The workmen were not prepared for 
an attack and were unable to make any re- 
sistance. They took to their heels and ran 
across the fields, the strikers after them. 
Whenever a poor unfortanate was caught he 
was at once cornered and clubbed on the head 
and face. 3 to the ground be was left 
for dead. No less than a dozen men 
were thus assaulted. Michael Christ gota 
bullet in his head and will die from its effects. 
Jacob Harlon and Peter Lovingski Were also 
fatally injured. The latter“ skull was 
fractured with afence-rail. The injured men 
had to crawl to their homes as best they could. 
The fight lasted about twenty-five minutes, 
and there was great excitement, the attacking 
party acting like wild Indians. Warrants 
were issued yesterday for the arrest of ail the 
rioters who are known. Andrew Shilow was 
arrested und identified as the man wuo shot 
Michael Christ. Fearing more trouble 100 
coal and iron police have been sworn in 
to protect the men who want to work in the 
strikers’ places.

THE NEW CRUISEBS. 


The Trial Trip of the Boston to Be Made 
Next Week. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, August 10.—The new cruiser 
Boston will probably not make her trial trip 
up the Sound till next week, though it may 
possibly be within two or three days. A part 
of her trial atthe wharf has been made, and 
some adjustments were found necessary in 
her machinery, which have caused thd delay. 
As soon as these are made she will be tried at 
the wharf under forced draught, not to test 


the power but to accustom the firemen 
to their work and to see that all ar- 
rangements are properly made. All this 
done the ship will make her trial 
run. When autually running under 
forced draught, the engines are expected to 
develop 38,500-horse power and the screw 
should make seventy-live revolutions a min- 
ute. If these results are not reached, a new 
trial mu e made, after such readjustment 
as seems likely to be of advantage. 

The contract makes no requirement as to 
speed. The Atlanta on her trial trip peeves 
faster than was expected, though it is to be con- 
sidered that she was not loaded. The present 
crew of the Boston contains twenty nine om 
cers and 146 men. She will have a corps 
of forty marines, who are not yet on board, 
with the excevtion of the officers. Four 6- 
inch guns for the Boston arrived at the navy 
yard on Monday, and she already has three 
carriages. Capt. Rumeay said yesterday that 
ke knew of no orders as yet for strengthening 
the clips and clip circles, but he still thought 
it likely that it would be done. 

The 2 is taking in coal for her trial at 
the wharf. er permanent officers are not yet 
on board, and it is possible that the trial trip 
may be made before they are placed in com- 


mand. 

A dispatch from Provincetown yesterday 
morning said thatthe Dolphin had left that 
M for New York.

the newspaper report, and there was some in- 
clination to discredit the story altogether. Lf 
she started, as reported, she should reach the 
navy yard yesterday afternoon or this morn- 
ing at all events. The only reason that could 
be assigned for such a movement was a pos- 
sible accident to the new steering geer, and 
even this, it was thought, might have been re- 
paired on board without returning.

Psychologically and Morally Considered. 


To the Editor of the Post Dispatch: 

Dorothea may possibly be a little prudish. 
As to the propriety of the question she raises, 
the propriety of carrying itinto the papers is 
much more questionable than the propriety of 
the matter itself. But since it is before the 
public, and open to general discussion, I will 
give mv views plainly. 

An ancient philosopher, when asked to de- 


fine virtue, replied: ‘‘Moderation in every- 
thing. He was much nearer right than many 
suppose. There is not a natural power or fac- 
ulty which we are forbidden touse. Evil of 
every sort consists merely in the misuse of our 
natural gifts. 

With regard to certain things there are 
clearly defined rules of action, on which all 
civilized people are agreed. Such, for in- 
stance, are murders, adultery or theft. These 
are by common concent pronounced wrong. 
There is a yet wider range of actions, which 
are controlled altogether by surroundings, by 
natural qualifications or disqualifications, or 
by mere etiquette. Examples of each ma be 
as follows: With regard tothe first, I have, 
in general, aright tuswing myarms in any 
way I please, but it lam ina crowd I must 
forego that right, in order that the noses of 
the people around me may not be endangered. 
Here my rights are limited by the rights of 
others. 

As to the second, my physical constitution 

might be injured by the performance of feats 
which others might do with impunity. As to 
the third, it is perfectly right to spit, in gen- 
eral, but if I spit in a lady's parlor, etiquette 
and good breeding pronounce me no gentile- 
man. 
Tnen there comes a class of actions concern- 
ing which there is no fixed law, no set rule of 
action. Here everyone must be a law unto 
himself. Ihe advice of others may be listened 
to, but cannot be authoritative. The reasons 
for this are evident. People are differently 
constituted. One is by nature (and sometimes 
by training) disposed to consider as wrong 
a thing which another regards as perfectly 
right. An act which may to one be full of evil 
suggestions isto another periectly innocent. 
Opposite rules of action here are 
udmissible to different people. If an 
act is suggestive of evil to a certain person, it 
is wrong for that person to commit that act. 
If it suggests no evil, its influence on others 
is then to be considered. If it leads others 
into evil it should be avoided. 

In this category lies the case in point. 
Dorothea cannot take the specific directions 
of others upon the matter. What I bave just 
said isa general rule of action. If Dorothea 
wishes to apply it she must ask herself if per- 
mitting Charlie to caress her is provocative of 
evilin herself or in Charlie; if so, his caresses 
should not be allowed. Nor should they if 
they are calculated to make either lose selt- 
respect or — for the other. This is my 
advice in brief. ' 

I have been much disgusted with the flip- 
pant way in which some have written 
concerning this. Some of the parties 
who girls, names I am _ certain 
are boys who are writing for 
no good end. Others are too prudish, or too 
sweeping in their condemnations. They 
should remember there is not, and never will 
be, aspecific rule of action for this matter; 
that what appears wrong to them may appear 
perfectly natural and proper to others. To 
one kissing and embracing is but the natural 
manifestation of apure and tender love; to 
another itis the outcropping of evil passions. 
For the first it is entirely right; for the second, 
entirely wrong. Embracing is, to me, in the 
same category with kissing, and not to be con- 
sidered ditferently, as FA Practical Young 
Bachelor“! considers it. To me it suggests no 
evil; him it does. Should I be called 
upon to give my own personal views 
— the matter, they would robably 
differ from any yet expressed. No one 
can condemn kissing and embracing be- 
fore engagement more strongly than I: 
and I condemn the practice because I consider 
caresses too sacred for use except as the ex- 
pression of the strongest and purest love; 
such love ‘‘as few men ever see—and none 
but once,’’ as Dr. Holland expresses it. After 
engagement I consider caresses proper, and 
often necessary to some extent. If I were en- 
aged and my flancee should refuse my 
caresses it would have a decidediy cooling 
effect upon my affections. it would cause me 
to think she mistrusted herself, or mistrusted 
me. It she mistrusted herself, I could not 
trust her so thoroughly as I should; if she 
mistrusted me, I could not love her as well as 
Ishould. To se caresses On the ground 
that thereisa possibility of the engagement 
being broken implies to the lover that thefe is 
also a 3 of it. The “effect of sucha 
suspicion is, of course, injurious. Lovers 
should first maintain due self-respect; next to 
this, implicit confidence in each other. 
Again, a woman should not make herself 
a a She can do this even after mar- 
riage. She is the receptive element in nat- 
ure, man the donative. Were I engaged, if 
my fiancee should volunteer caresses, or, 
a should take the initiative, it would be 
repulsive to me, as much so as her refusal of 
them after I had taken the initiative. I should 
take care, in the first place, that she should 
be a woman whom could always respect 
fully. While to me there is a world of tender 
and delicate meaning in a lover's caress, lam 
sure there are many who see only evil therein.
